Home Hade Portieres. 

The,moet elaborate effects may olcen be 
prodaeed with tiary ordinary materials, and 
this to tbs score# which, onoe mastered, rives 
nnlimited loope to the inventive taUnt of the 
bonae deoorator, 

A portiere for inmmer ia often desirable 
for certain reasons : it leaves snob a gap in 
tbs rooms when the heavy winter draperies 
are taken down, and yet they most be dis¬ 
pensed with in order to have the necessary 
oiroalation ol air dnring tbs summer months. 
In this case a pretty inbititite lor a winter 
drapery is a portiere made of roM,—the or¬ 
dinary cotton clothes-lines will do nicely if 
the maorame rope, whioh ia sold for hammock 
hangings, eto.. Is net attainable. 

A rope porttore is not difficolt to make. 
Cat the rope in lengths to reach from the 
pole to within six Inches ol the floor, and 
attaoh each length to a ring. Maks a tassel 
at tha lower end by Irlnring ont the rope 
aboat eight inches and tying a knot above. 
Variety may hs afforded by nilng altematiBg 
lenrihs ol rope, or arranging tbemin gradnat- 
ed lengdis so that they will form points at 
the bottom. 

if a onrtaln pole and rings are too ex 
tensive, nse a mitio pole and screw in it, in 
a straight line, as many soraw-eyes as there 
are lengths of rope, and attach each length 
of rope to a screw-eye; then fasten the pole 
ip to the door oaalng with leather bands or 
a loop ol rope. The expense ol this really ar 
tiitio hanging is onlytbe price of the rope and 
a lew cents for the screw-eyes. The portiere 
can be parted any where, aa those ol Jap¬ 
anese bamboo and beads are, and needs no 
looping, as it looks better banging perfectly 
straight. 

The Care of fihoee. 

A woman who nnderstandi the economy 
at dress will never bay a cheap pair of 
shoes. No poorer investment can be made, 
lor beaidea ^vlng ont in shorter time then a 
firstolass article it will look shabby and 
worn long before it shonld do so. Bnt any 
shoe, no matter bow ooitly or well-shaped 
in the beginning, will lose ita freshness 
ipeedly if uot properly oared for. This is 
eepeoialiy applloable to those made of 
French Ud, which every little brnise and 
toaoh tarns purple. A rnle observed by 
many women, and a good one it proves, too. 
Is never to wear a street shoe in the bous'. 
It receives harder treatment, strange to 
aay, irom numarona inevltatle oolluions 
with artioles el fnmiture than it wonld in 
doable the amount ol street wear. 

Another sensible custom is to reserve a 
pair ol boote for wet-weather wear leaving 
them to rest in a comfortable bag between 
times. Nothug tells against the Manty ol 
footgear so mneh as getting it wet, and 
even with mbbers no amount ol diligence 
will prevent the dampness from the skirts 
reaching the ankles. ShoM shonld be re¬ 
moved Immediately on arriving at home, 
the dost and soil wiped awav with a clean, 
soft rag, and then they shonld be placed to¬ 
gether in a separate pocket of the shoe bag 
nutil wanted again. If this oorrse la invari 
ably pnrsued a considerable saving of money, 
time, and temper will be added to the in 
creased set vice derived from even an Infer¬ 
ior quality ol leather. 

Never wear a shoe unbuttoned if yon care 
lor ita sbapelineas, and never be satisfied 
when you do batten it if all those little 
necessaries are not in plaoe. The wearing 
at a shoe even onoe or twloe with a pair or 
trio ol buttons gone tram it tells on its ap¬ 
pearance in the long run. Patent button- 
fasteners are nnsatistoctory, lor il the shoe 


kettle, a layer of potatoes alternately till all 
are used.

PiOBON Pin.—One and a hall ponnda ol 
mmp steak, two or three pigeons, three slioes 
of oold boiled ham, pepper and salt to taste, 
two onnoes of batter, lonr eggs, pnff or other 
paste. Cat the steak into pieces abont three 
inohes square, sud with it line the bottom of 
a deep pie dish, seasoning it well with 
peppet and salt. Clean the pigeon^ mb 
them with pepper and salt Inside and ont, 
and put into the body of eaoh rather more 
than ball an onnoe ol butter ; lay them on 
the steak, and a pi^ ol bam on each pigeon. 
Add tha yolks of four eggs, and hall fill the 
dish with good stock ; plaoe a border ol pnff 
paste ronnd the edge of the dish, put on the 
cover, and ornaoMnt it in any way that may 
be preferred. Clean the feet, and plaoe 
them In a hole made in tha ornst at the top; 
this shows what kind of a pie it to. Olaze 
the Croat, that ia to say, brash it over with 
tha yoke of an egg, and bake it in a well- 
heated oven for atent an honr and a quarter. 


British Inrestors in the TJ. S. 

British capitalists have been investing 
their money in the most wholesale manner 
of late in the United States. Twenty-seven 
millions sterling are said to have gone into 
breweries alone; large sums have been ex¬ 
pended on floor mills, and an immense pur¬ 
chase ol dry goods honsea is now proposed, 
In the midst ol the flow ol wealth into the 
Repnblio oomes a note ol warning to the 
oapitalists who are thus pontingtheir money 
into a country whioh is anything bnt friend¬ 
ly to Britain, and ol whose differing State 
laws and Stau rights they have little know¬ 
ledge. It is pointed out that many ol the in- 
dlvdnal States of the Union have adopted an 
extremely hostile attltnde towards alien in¬ 
vestors in their real estate, and that while 
the British capitalist will find himself sale in 
some States, in others he will ran grave risks 
of losing his emlre investment.. The laws ol 
the State of Pennsylvania are extremely 
harsh in this particular, and the Minnesota 
Legislature has recently enacted that it shall 
be unlawlnl for any one who is not a citizen, 
or who does not propose to become one, or lor 
any corporation not created by or nnder the 
laws ol the Repnblio or of the State, to ac¬ 
quire, bold or own real estate. While means 
are ol ten lonnd to evade these requiremenos 
ol the law, it will still be evident that con¬ 
siderable danger exists lor the inoantions or 
Ignorant investor, and that il any hostile 
feeling should be aronsed in the country, and 
it Is easily done dnring election times, the 
British capitalist might nave bitter cause for 
regretting bis faith In the friendship of the 
United States people. 

A recent cartoon in a New York paper 
hies off the present situation very well. 
John Ball is represented with a number of 
bags of gold hanging Irom bis belt as ap¬ 
proaching Uncle Sam with the remark I 
“ It’s a lot of trouble to buy you up piece¬ 
meal ; what will yon take lor your whole 
blooming oonntry, anyway 1” Canadians 
nannot ^t wish that the British investor, 
in bis own interest ss well as in oars, wonld 
ntillze more of bis wealth than he now does 
in bnllding np the great mining and other 
Indnstries ol which this country is capable, 
and which wonld afford him a safe and pay¬ 
ing investment.

Then the teak of replac¬ 
ing a missing button limpliflei Itself wonder 
fully. On obildren’i shoes puAnlarly the 
patent iasteninga ihould nevejL^ naed, for 
in their rompe buttons, faatMera, leather 
and all are apt to disappear. A good plan 
to carry out regarding iboea for the little 
ones is to mb them well with castor oil be 
fore they are worn at aU. This makes the 
leather pliable. Alls up the pores, and pre- 
venti it from cracking. For their every¬ 
day shoes once in two weeks ia not too often 
to oil them. At first the oil will give them 
a gray look, but after an hour or so la passed 
the finish they show U nice and soft. 

If iboea get wet smooth them into aa good 
shape as pcesible and place them in a me¬ 
dium warm atmosphere to dry. This takes 
a longer time than if dried close to die fire, 
but may will be in much better condition 
whan wanted. Leather hardened by drying 
too suddenly can be restored by the applica¬ 
tion of castor oil well robbed in. 

Two or three breadths of ingrain carpet, 
according to the sixa of the space to be oov 
ered, and of the length requUed, sewed to¬ 
gether, and hemmed at each end or bound 
with carpet binding, make a very nice rug, 
and sc do lengths of Chinese matting put 
together in the same way. The breadths of 
matting will have to be joined together with 
twine, the two edges overbanded together 
lo-isoly with a sail needle, so that the edges 
will meet flatly when the matting is laid 
down. The ends may be bound with strips 
of scarlet or gray cloth, and the matting 
rug, when not in use, can be rolled op and 
set on end in a corner of the hall. 


Choice iiecipes. 

Cbkamkd Eggs— Slice in quite thick 
slices four bard bollud eggs, roll each slice in 
melted butter and coat with flour. Bring to 
boiling point one quart of sweet milk, add 
one teaspoonfol of minced onion, two table- 
apoonfnU of butter, salt and pepper to eea- 
son, and last of all add the eggs. Boll five 
miuutei and serve hot. 

Coffee Cake.— Uns pint of bread dough, 
one-half cup of butter, one cup of sugar, one 
teaspoonful of cinnamon; mix all well to¬ 
gether, rolling into - a thin sheet; after ris¬ 
ing until light, place in baking pans. Let 
the cake rue until light, then cover the top 
of each with this mixture : two tsblespoon- 
fnla each of sugar and butter, one teaspoon- 
fnl of cinnamon ; beat well together, then 
spread over each cake and place in the oven 
five minutes. Serve warm or cold. 

Steamed Indian Pudding.— One pint of 
granulated oornmeal, one pint of sour milk, 
one pint of chopped suet, one cupful of mo¬ 
lasses, one tablespoonful of salt, one teaipor n- 
fnl of coda dissolved in one tablespoooful .-f 
hot water and added to the last thing (this 
is ijonsidered better than mixing soda witn 
milk.) Steam tbrte hours or longer and 
serve with mol Jises sauce. In summer-time 
add one pint of berries and one pint of apples. 
In using uncovered molds in steaming, the 
surface can be kept perfectly dry If the 
steamer is uncovered during the steaming. 

Fish Chowder.— Cut three-and a-half 
pounds of haddock into about eight pieces ; 
fry three thick slices of salt pork slowly and 
I take them up, chop a good-sized onion and 
fry in the fat, then having pared and sliced 
' eight potatoes, put a layer of fish in the

From 
what has been said peonto mght to be ^lyle 
to understand that the duties of the physi¬ 
cian are by no mean* confined to dmggl^, 
and that when in any case ne is limiting 
his treatment to dietetic means, he is doing 
what demand* tqnallv as much skill as 
would the proper adminlstratien^of msdioina*. 
And here it is well to say that physicians of 
the present, whenever they asm do so, em¬ 
ploy 37ature's simple dietstio remedies, al¬ 
ways in preferenoe to drugs. - Life depends 
open diet, and the restoration of health de¬ 
pends upon the same principles aa its pre¬ 
servation. Disease 1* the result of the viola¬ 
tion of the laws of health ; hence the first 
step toward recovery b to establish those 
law*. The material for repair and snpporl 
must com* from diet, and often in disease 
a core take* place under its propei adminis¬ 
tration alone. 

There is yet one other point to bring for¬ 
ward in relation to feeding the aerioosly 
eiok to show that the application of dietetic 
measures can never properly be intrusted to 
other than skilful hands. No two patients 
are alike, henoe no two will scarcely de¬ 
mand exactly the same treatment. One 
may require that the nourishment be gener¬ 
ous, in tact, all that the system can dlepose 
of, and yet, for the other, ill with the same 
disease, a low diet will be much the best. 

Want of Bleep. 

Are you afflicted with insomnia T Perhaps 
yon have too much time lor sleep. Perhaps 
you depend too much on sleep for rest and 
recuperation. For sleep is not the solo rest of 
used up nerve*. Booiability, congeniality, 
enjoyment of good company rest the body 
quite aa much aa sleep. 

The dreary monotony of life in many a 
household, involving this tumbling Into bed 
with the mechanical regularity of a machine 
at nine or ten o'clock in the evening, does 
not always rest weary bodies. “ Karly to 
bed and early to rise" doe* not always 
make a man healthy, wealthy or wise. 

Numbers of organization* are only cap¬ 
able of five er six hours' sleep at a time, and 
their early lying down to rest is often 
succeeded by an early waking up and a 
consequent restless tosssing for hours preot- 
ino daybreak. The practisers of punc n 
ality are often rurprised af:er breaking 
their own cast iron.rnlee, and passing two oi 
three later hours of mirth and jollity past 
their usual bed time, to find themselves 
even more refreshed in the morning than 
usual. The relaxation of sooiabilit) has 
rested them more than would sleep or an 
attempt to sleep. But these are conditions 
not so easily reached in the average family.

It is higUy probable that a rafiway from 
Spokane Falls to Alaska will be oonstmoted 
within the next few yean, said Mr. H. A. 
Johnston. I am on my ^way home from a 
bosiness trip to Washington Xertitory, and 
while ont there my attention was oallM to 
this project, and I spent oonsidarable time 
lookti^ into it. The movemsot is in its 
infancy, bnt it bias tbs backing of ths waaltby 
men of the Northwest and of the people of 
British Columbia, and 1 believe the road srill 
be buOt. The idea leoka etrange and 
impracticable at the first glanoe, but, as a 
matter of fact, the obstaclea to be enoonntet* 
ad to toe oonatruotion of snob a line wonld not 
be as great as were mat with by the Central 
Paoifio and the Northern Paoifio. it is pre- 
peeed to begin tba'rbiltetoi At Spokane Falls, 
aiaktog.tont city to# AogWMm and eaatsm 
torminna. Competent engineers plao* tbs 
total cost at $130,000,000. Mr. Waltsr Meber- 
ly, enginesr tor tbs Oovammsnt of British 
Colombia, ha* examined the propoaed ronta, 
and beliavea toe route oould be built for leas 
money per mile than tba Canadian Paoifio, 
and would prove profitabto. 

As to toe ronta projsctod. It is necessary 
to explain ths physi^i oonditions of tbs 
oonntry so that tbs fsasibiiity oi the plan 
may be seen. The Rooky Monntains enter 
British Colombia to about tba lengitnd* of 
Salt Lake City, and tend waetward nntil 
they join toe Atoaka ooast rang*, breaking 
to the northern part of British Cistombia into 
torse parallel rangea. Toe eaatam range is 
toe Rooklaa proper, the middle range la tbs 
Selkirks, end the western toe Colombian 
range. The Colombia River riaae to the 
valley between the Rookie* and the Selkirks 
and flows north nutU It reaches th* ex¬ 
tremity oi tho Utter range, aronnd which 
it turns and flow* back south between the 
Selkirk* and Columbian ranges into Wash¬ 
ington Territory. At the point where the 
Colombia tnms th* north end of the Sel¬ 
kirk range, it reoeivee a strong tributary to 
the Canoe River. The road aa projecty 
would run along the valleys of ths Columbia 
and the Cacoe, then over the hill* from 
Tate Cache, and down along tho Fraser 
River to Front George. Thono* it would 
have to croee a long, out not difficult pass 
I to the valley of the Vakon, down which it 
I wonld go to the mouth of that great river, a 
diataoce altogether of about 3,000 milee. 
Tho Yukon Is bordered moot of the way 
by a wide flood plain and terrace, and 
ooDstruction along ite banka would be simple. 

“ Where wonld tho road got iu revonnoT 
was asked. 

Well, to began with, it wonld touch the 
famous Kootenai valley, a splendid agri- 
onltural and cattle raising region. The people 
of Spokane Fall* have for some time been 
figuring on a road eighty miles to tho bound ■ 
ary to connect with a road for which a 
company of Canadlane and Englishmen have 
secured a charter, from tho boundary to the 
CauadUu Pacific at Revolstoke, 200 miles 
further north. The Ecglish company will 
commence work this summer, and their road 
would form the first link in the Alaska road. 
This, however, is merely to show that the 
Kootenai region is valuable and that the 
Spokane Falls people know it. There are a 
great many mines and rich deposits of ore 
along the Cclnmbis^ and an English company 
is building a smelter at Revelstoke to handle 
them. Nearly every stream running into the 
Colnmbia carries float gold. The Canoe 
River runs through a great fur and embryo 
miuiug region, and from the Yukon come 
gold, furs, and timber,and from Ita mouth 
ue aeals. All aloug tho route of the road U

They 
claim that all thU power U rooelved from 
toe Greet Spirit, who confer* upon them e 
splritnal medicine *o powerfnl thet they can 
kill at will, reeneoltaro the deed, and cure 
the sick. ThU spiritual medlolne U repre¬ 
sented by anything that strikes the fancy, 
ea e bnnoh of feathers, e claw, a bird, or th* 
heed of an animal. .... 

When a oonnoll U held, a barricade U 
erected in the form of an ellipse, and a tent 
U raUed at each end of the inolosure, one 
for tho high prieela or irodiolno men end the 
other for ton men who have been selected 
to keep order and conduct the ceremony, 
acting ae a sort of police.

Tho chief continues, and 
the “ dead men,” reviving, assist in shoot 
ing others, nntil the inolosure is full of howl 
iuB savages danctug, yelling, and shooting

eveninge of great no mbere of familiee are 
monotonous humdrum. They Jiuvolve the 
assemblage of the same people, the same 
surroundings, the same paterfamilias yawn¬ 
ing over his paper, and the same qnenrlout 
mamma overladen with family cares. Fresb 
people with fresh thought, fresh atmosphere, 
anything to stii up and agitate the pool of 
domestic stagnation, are^eadly needed and 
sadly scarce.

There are some Individ 
uals, undoubtedly, who cannot drink ioe- 
water without injury, and who ought never 
to use it, but to a great majority of persoui 
it is refreshing and healthful. Its um, 
temperate and aisciete, Is in no way to be 
condemned, which cannot bo said of some of 
its substitutes.- [Sanitary Volunteer.

That is apparently the greatest difficulty. 
Any one at firat would think that the climate 
would be an icsnimonutable difficulty, but 
it is positively asserted by those who ought 
to know that the climate would cause ao 
more trouble than it does on the Nonhoni 
and CanaMan Pacific, Yon know that the 
ocean breezes temper the climate all along 
the coast, and and it is very little colder in 
Sitka than it is in New York. Now, this 
road wunld ran west of the mountains all 
the way, and the further north it gets the 
nearer does it go to the coast, so that the 
climate would be comparatively temperate 
.-kll the way. 

The road would be operated for the joint 
use and benefit of British Columbia and the 
United States, and it is proposed to have the 
province coutribnte its proportion of the cost 
in lauds, and the United States to give its 
gnarantees for the payment of interest for 
twenty years on |M,000 per mile of the 
cost. 

There It another important point in connec¬ 
tion with this road. The Russian Govern¬ 
ment is now engaged in building a railroad 
across Siberia and d<.wn the Amoor to its 
month. A road is also projected from the 
main line on the Amoor iuto Kamsebatka, 
and to some port on Behring’s Strait, only a 
abort distance from the mooch of the Vnkon. 
Tbit line, in oonneotion with the Alaska 
road wonH form a practically all rail rente 
from Europe to the United States.

He says 
that it is admitted that fog is simply olond 
composed of water dust or solid miunts 
spheres of wster from 1 7,000 to 1-00.0.0 of 
aninoh indUmeter. Many have supposed 
tbst a dust particle must be the nnclens for 
each sphere, bnt an examination under the 
mlorosoope of evaporated fog has proved 
that such is not the case. Brie fly stated, the 
cause of fog Is as follows:—It is essential 
that there be no wind. The sky must bo 
clear. The air must be saturated or nearly 
so. The formation of fog is a purely 
mechanioal prooosa, nnaooompanied with 
heat.—[New York Heraldc.

Great Spirit, or Wan-kan-tanka. When a 
new member ie initiated, be is taken into 
tho council tent for instructions, which are 
secret. He is then stripped of his clothing, 
excepting an apron abont his loins and moc 
caaiua on his feet. He is then painted en 
lirely black except a small red spot between 
his shoulderr. The candidate is exhorted to 
be good, and is told that bis medicine will be 
correspondingly powerful, and he must also 
give a feast once a year. If be does not, 
he w’ll meet with misfortunes, sickness, or 
death. The candidate now receives the holy 
claw orstone. The medicine man. approaching 
him from the esist, describes tne course of 
the sun with the medicine bag, and bowisg 
to the four points of the compass, mutters 
an incantation, and throating the bag toward 
him says, " T^ere goes the spirit,” Ths 
candidate then falls prostrate, and blankets, 
skins, ornaments, oto., are ' thrown as effer- 
iogs over the candidate,[ At command of the 
high priest tho novice recovers and is pro 
seated with the medicine bag, beooming a 
reoogti'zad member of the order. After 
these ceremonies the feast begins, and the 
food which has been oooking before the 
tent of the assistants is distributed among 
the people. Tne dance lasts from day¬ 
break tc daybreak of the day following, and 
as these danoes are freqnently giv^ in 
winter with the thermometer often far 
zero, U may easily be imagined how tns 
candidates mast suffer, clad as they are in 
a ooat ot paint. It is generally nnderstood 
that the members of the orders have secret 
signs and paases,'bat the penalty of exposure 
is so tare and swift, that none of the secrets 
are ever divnlged, Toere are well known 
instanoes in which indiscreet members have 
mysteriously bnt permanently disappeared, 
at the instance, it issupposed, of the medicine 
men.—[Scientifio Amerioan.

In 
the peat twanty-fiye yeara oUhai been taken 
ont to the extant of mUliona on milUona of 
barrela, while gaa la aacaplng at the rate, aa 
it baa bean recently eatimated, of 1,000,000,- 
000, cnbic feet each day. The flaw of both 
oil and gaa ia ao great that the belief fa war¬ 
ranted that the anppUea, notwitbatanding the 
extraordinary dally depletion, are (till euor- 
mona. 

Beyond the exiatenoe of thia gat and oil 
and of tha ooal beda, whioh alao nnderly the 
greater portion of the United Statea, we 
know aotnally nothing of anbterranean con- 
ditiona; but if we can aaanme the pretence 
at great depthe in the earth, of fire or of 
anffijient heat-making agenciea to operate on 
the ooal beda we may well imagine that by 
the action of toob beat the petroienm u 
diatilled from the coal and the gaa U, at 
the tame time, liberated, bat both remain 
atored np in oavltiea or in the poree of the 
earth antil extracted by the boringa. Aa 
long aa theae aooaxnlatlona of gaa and oil 
remain aealed np in the depth or the earth, 
away from aotnal fire, there in no rlak of a 
c:n Aaeration. The entire poatibillty of inch 
danger ia dependent npon the exutence of 
fire and on ita contact, nnder favorable con 
ditiona, with theae inflammable oomponnda. 

Aa the oil and gas are drawn ont water 
and air will find their way into the oavitiea 
thna vacated, and the geo'ogUta have fore 
caeted a poatible period when by aome each 
operation all the water now appearing npon 
the anrfaoe of the land will alnk into the 
cavitiea of the ewth. Thia neoeaaary fluid 
will then only be attainable by drawing it 
from wella of extraordinary depth. It ia even 
held that the moon ia one of theae dry planet#, 
being deetitnte of anrface water, whioh haa 
innk into the d^ and honey-combed interior 
of that body. Thia water, coming in contact 
with the intericr Area of the moon, produced 
terrific internal throea and volcanic omptiona 
whioh oontinned to wreck tho moon nntil it# 
firea were extingniahed, and it became, aa it 
ia now believed to be, a dead, dry planet.

Coming back to our own prospeots for a 
cond^gration, it would be neoesrary for the 
gas in the earth to be sufldoiently mixed 
with oxygen to make it indsmmable.

A Broken Jamping-Jack- 

If General Boulanger hoped to dre the 
French heart when be penned the bombastie 
pronnneiamento which be recently issued 
bearing his name and the signatures of 
Count Dillon, and the bully and blaok^ard 
Lewis Rochefort, he wat unlucky in bis 
choice of material. The French are an ex¬ 
citable race. One day they dedicate muse¬ 
ums : the next day they are thooting each 
other across a street barricade. They have 
impetuously responded to Boulanger's pre¬ 
vious appeals. iJe has done little in the 
last two years but demand and reoeive vin¬ 
dications. The ministry would take some 
action which be would construe into an af¬ 
front. Ho would issue a bulletin and de¬ 
mand a vindication. Some department 
would return him. Ho was charged with 
oompUoity in the decoration soanual; im¬ 
mediately ho was vindicated by an olootion 
from another department. He was banish¬ 
ed and—elected; be was deprived of bis 
rights—and now another proolamation and 
the aunouacemeut that he is to stand for 
election In eighty diitriots at once. 

There is something intensely allnring to 
the Frenchman in Boulanger. He realizes 
bis ideal of the “man on horsebaok”— 
military glory. There is about him just 
enough of the successful soldier and just 
enough of the charlatan to please the oraving 
of the French nature for romance and 
sensation. He can always be depended on 
to be picturesque and startling,^ and those 
are the chief qualifications of a French hero. 
He is an enigma. Promoted for proficiency 
iu the science of war, ho is a failure as a 
political leader; decorated for personal, 
bravery, he betrays his friend and pstron 
He is a riddle, a sphinx, a jack in-bex which 
whenever the ministry shuts the lid, bobs 
up with a proclamation, which always 
secures him a re-election from somewhoro 

Of late however, there have been signs 
that the French are becoming bored with 
Boulanger. He is passe. They are vola¬ 
tile, and easily see fresh heroes. Eveu 
Buffalo BUI—WUlUm le Bofllj, as they 
call him—has served to attract attention to 
the exiled misohiefnaaker. The tone of his 
latest manifesto shows shat he realizes this, 
for in his vain attempt to call attention to 
himself he loses his temper and descends to 
mere jawing. His mistake was in loaving 
France. He should have staid in Paris and 
fought it out. They would have jailed him, 
but what of that! No man is a hero of the 
Boulanger sort until he has been martyred. 
There's nothing like martyrdom to raise 
sympathy. Then, too, it is a long wajy from 
Dover to Calais, and shout as the little gen¬ 
eral will the strong winds of the channel 
will not be roared down. We are afraid 
Boulanger's name is soup.

The recent laodalide on the farm of Mr. 
Lather haa bronght to light a snbteniuMooa 
cave of sufficient siae to accommodate a 
large number of persona. It is ootagon in 
shape, and ^e r^ is upheld by or 

ledges of limestone regularly Ism up in 
iavers of ahellv stone alwnt few inches, or 
a hand’s breadth, in thickneM. The floor 
of the cave is covered with debris of the 
sh^y stone, Imt the walls are of snffioient 
height to admit of a medinm sised man to 
stand erect in any part of the cave. A 
small stream of water winds itself through 
one side of the eave and now finds an out¬ 
let at the month of the cave into the Bay 
of Quints. The stream is about the width 
of four feet and a depth of eighteen inches, 
and forces itself through 'the rear of the 
cave from a large crevice in the rock. The 
water is muddy, and abounds with numer¬ 
ous small fish of a species hitherto un¬ 
known in these quarters. On emerging 
from the crevioe they are very lively, but 
indulge in queer oontortious on coming into 
the light, apparently as if suffering the 
most excruciating agony on leaving the 
darkness. Tney are oone shaped, with 
scales of a pinkish line, which emit a 
crackling sound when bandied. As far as 
can be ascertained from the naked eye 
they are devoid of seeing properties, as no 
eyes are visible. The cave bids fair to be¬ 
come a place of reeort, and will add much 
to the attractions at Bath. In the north¬ 
east corner bubbles forth a boiling spring, 
said to be similar to the celebrated “Deep 
Hock” water at Oswego. Mr. Lasher is 
highly elated with the prospects, and next 
season will advertise it in all the leading 
papers, and transform his spacious and 
elegant private residence into a mammoth 
hotel, and dispense the newly-found health¬ 
giving waters to all who may visit his 
resort.

Hie says, giving our hist 
class of crops all the credit possible for 
the advance they;have made the last three 
weeki, (this is under date of Aug, 8th) 
they are not so good as to cover the big 
blanke made on the stubble ploughing and 
by drought and gophers. He says further 
that if he were a betting mau he would 
readily snap up all who say that the wheat 
crop will average 12 bushels per acre. I 
also send you a -clipping from the Delor- 
aine Times of July 2,71^, which gives the 
estimated average - at 10 bushels. Why is 
it that people cannot get a true account of 
crops here ? 

I will give you a few samples of the ex¬ 
aggeration of crop reports. G. T. Dodds, 
of Melitta, sends a sample of wheat to tha 
Tiraee office, the shortest straw forty-four 
inchee, giving tliat as a sample of crop 
about Melitta. but how did he get it ? By 
driving the country and picking the largest 
wheat he could find, and representing that 
as a fair sample. When the fact is.in that 
locality there has -been plenty of wheat cut 
with the mower as too short for binding, 
and then sends a sample four feet long as a 
sample of eighty acres. When ite doubt- 
fnl it there is eighty acres in one field in 
the Province four feet high. I quote one 
more, one writer in a Winnipeg papers, 
stated lihat arounti Portage.land would yield 
thirty bushels per-acre without a particle 
of rain in sumresr. Now what are the 
facta f -Ts there a field around I’o’rtage (even 
with cocsiderable rain) that will yield that 
amount .this year'' I have been asked by 
my correspondent how I like this country, 
I will give a few of the objections I have. 
(>ne is the uncertainty of liarvesting a crop 
It can be raised,no doubt of that, but before 
it is npe-or nearlv ;io,slong comes a frost or 
hail ur the gopher, aud the work of months 
is gone.

Edison's flome Life- 

Thomas A. Edison, while In Pittsburg 
recently attendiog to hb patent suit with 
Weetinghonse, was interviewed by a Dispatch 
reporter, to whom be revealed lome of the 
obaraoterbtloe of hb mode of living : 

Yes, I am a hard worker. I hardly over 
sleep more than four hours per day, and I 
oonld keep thb np for a year. Sometimee 1 
sleep ten bonre, but I don’t feel well when I 
do. If I oonld ileep eight bonri, as most 
men do, 1 woud wake np feeling badly. 
My eyes would hurt me, and I would have 
a tough time to keep awake. I inherit thb 
from my father. He te a remarkable old 
man, eatl^ little aad sleeping less. 1 have 
often known him when 1 was a boy, to sit 
np all night talalng politics with a friend 
or iweppmg stories. 

I eat about a pound a day, and my food 
If very limple, conibting of some toast, a 
little potato, or eometbins of that kind. 
You know when I am wetking on anything 
I keep at it night and day, eleepiog a few 
hoars with my clothes on. I never take 
them off; don’t even wash my face : oonldn't 
think of such a thing, and in this oondition 
I take my meaU. If I were to remove my 
olotheswhea I slept, I would got up feeling 
out ofsbape and with no desire to go to work. 
“No. 6” b my den In the laboratory, and I 
shut myself in there and bustle. 

I sleep from 1 to 6 in tho morning, and 
then I jump np and go to work again as fresh 
as a bird. Thb is all the sleep I need. 

But 1 toll yon we have lota of fun in the 
laboratory. Some time ago I had forty-two 
men working with me on the inoandescent 
lampin a big building. I hired a German 
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man of the npper clau. They were

The Stiret Faveiients of London. 

There are three kinds of pavement in use in 
the London streets, says a London letter in 
The N. Y. Times. The least used at present 
is that of stone. Where it does exist, bow 
ever, it is mnch better than tbosein New Y ork. 
Tkestones are long and are set on end, the upper 
surfaoe being mnch smaller then our Belgiu 
blocks. Under these stones is a heavy bed 
of gravel and stone, the whole pavement be¬ 
ing about eighteen inches in thickness. The 
wooden pavements are also formed of mnch 
smaller blocks tbu those tried in New York. 
Bnt the most sxtensivsly used pavement in 
London is that of concrete. I saw one torn 
up (or repairs a day or two ago, and had an 
opportunity to discover how it was built. 
First a foundation of stone is laid down in 
good substantial blocks. That is covered 
with tar and gravel, and npon this are set 
blocks of woodonsDd,tightlypres«ad together. 
Over these, cementing them together, ud 
when rolled smooth, forming the surface of 
the street, is pnt on the concrete. The entire 
pavement is ovsr two feet thick, and is as 
solid as natural rook. It is as smooth as a 
billiard table ud over it the heavy vehioles 
of all kinds used in London roll smoothly ud 
easily. 0ns never sees a team of horses vain¬ 
ly straggling to pull a heavy load out of a 
hole in these streets. The stream of vehicles 
moves always smoothly ud steadily onward, 
save when checked by the silent majesty of 
the inexorable English law represented by 
the extended arms of u insignificant London 
“ bobby.”

What Steam has Done 

A very interesting oalculation has recent¬ 
ly been made by the Statistical Bureau in 
Berlin. Four-fifths of the power maohioes 
at present in activity in the world bavo 
been erected during the past twenty five 
years. The country which possesses the 
highest amount of horsepower is the United 
States, with 7,60O,COO horse power; then 
foUow Englud, with 7,000,000; Germany 
with 4 6(XI.000; Fruoe, with 3,000,000, 
ud Anstro-Hnngary, with 1,600,000. 
These figures do net iuolnde locomotives, ot 
which there are 106,000 at work, with a 
total horse power of 3,000,000. Thus the 
total horse Mwer in the world is 46,000,000. 
A steam “horse power” is equivalent to 
three utnal horses* strength, ud each liv¬ 
ing horse represents the strength of seven 
men. Thus the total horse power «f the 
mtire world represents the work of 1,000,- 
000,000 mm, or more tbu twioe tbt total 
working popnlation of the earth. Steam 
bas thus tripled the entire hnmu work 
power of the earth.

comouitting our Government to that proposi 
tion. That efficient measures will be taken 
to protect the fisheries, especially the 
in these waters, I can well believe, and I do 
not in such a step see anything offensive to 
Canada or Kogland, and Indeed it would 
seem that snefa measures would be in the com¬ 
mon interest cf all neighboring peoples. If 
any late transactiocs in the Behring waters 
give rise to negotiations upon this last basis, 
I see no reason why these negotiations may 
not be conducted to a harmonious end with¬ 
out at all raiaing the question of the closed

“ Natural gaa in weetenr<|:>enneylTanla, 
eaitem Ohio and in loma other parte of the 
country,” aaid he, “ U one of the thingi the 
pcbllo ia thinking about with tome degree 
of apprehention. Capital fn large amonnte 
hat been Inveeted in ita prodnotlon, or 
rather in iu capture and in iu appUeatlen 
ae a heater and at an illuminator, , MUMant 
of dollare find profitable employmebt in tbie 
manner all over the exteneire territory 
known ae the oil reglone. 

" In Pittabnrg alone anongk natural gaa it 
conenmed daily to giteenflaoieot amount of 
light for the neede of Ae largeet city in the 
world. North of Pitteburg 120 mllee, at Erie, 
and all the way between the two plao^ 
natural gat ia found in nearly arery neigh 
borbood where proper teate have been m^e. 
In all other direotlona from tbie bnay and 
proaperoue manufacturing center gat hat 
been'found in quantitlea apparently inex- 
hauetible. 

“ A reeeryoir of raet proportione, or many 
retervoira mnet have been provided for by 
tatnre to contain what gat haa already et- 
oaped from wella and what ia yet etoreO 
away in the bowele of the earth. ExtenalTe 
depoalte have alto been fcuod in the weet- 
em conntriea of our own etate, at well at in 
penntylvania and Ohio. How far the open- 
ingt extend below the earth't tnrface it net 
known, but the anbterranean oavern or oav- 
erne where gat abonndt mutt be of great 
magnitude. i 

“Gat began to appsal^ln' large qnantiea 
toon after the firtt welU on Oil oreek were 
iinitbed. '...olontl Drake drilled the firtt 
oil well near Tltntyille, Pa., during the turn- 
mer of 1S59, and at a depth of tlxty-nlne 
feet be ttrook oil. That wat a pumping and 
not a fiewing well. From it a email amount 
of gaa eeoeped, at ia the oaee with meat 
pumping wellt. Snbwqaently many other 
wella ware opened, thoniaadt of them, tome 
pumping and tome fi owing. 

“All ^wing walla are gaa ae wtU at oil 
wellt. In fiowing wella oil ia thrown out by 
••ceping gaa. Big ‘tpontera’ ^gM to ap 
pear eight or ten milet below TitntTille, 
along ‘the creek,' early in 1800,. Slooe 
then they have been opened in bnndredt of 
other looalitlet from the aonroe to the month 
of the Allegheny river and along many of ita 
I -ibntariet. 

“Among the moat noted and the moat 
profitable of all fiowing wella wat the Noble 
well, leven milet below Titntvllle, atmck on 
May 3, 1863. It began at a 1600 gallon 
well. It wat a ‘boomer’ of the firtt order. 
Oat and oil came from a orevioe in tbetand- 
rook. 140 feet below the bed of Oil oreek. 
Twenty roda lower down the ttream wat 
the Caldwell well. It wat a good 700 barrel 
well. Oil wat reached in it at about the 
tame depth at in the Noble well. By May 
28 the production of the Noble well ran up 
to 1800 barrelt and the Caldwell bad fallen 
ofiT to 400 barrelt a day. Before the mid¬ 
dle of June the latter wat to nearly exbanit- 
that it flowed not more than teven or eight 
barrelt, and the former wat pouring out a 
flood of 2200 barrelt of petroleum every 
twenty-four bonra. 

“ Tne Noble well did nobly, ran about 
twenty-two montbt, produced over 600,000 
barrelt of oil, an immente amount of gat- 
watted on Oil creek air—and then it too wat

—School books and all kinds of school 
supplies, cheap at Madden's. 

—The Toronto World of Monday in re¬ 
ferring to the various industries in Fenelon 
Falls, made the following reference to the 
Napanee Paper Company :—The pulp 
mills owned and operated here by this 
company are a surprise to most visitors, 
and the whole process of making the pulp 
IS one of pMuliar interest. Basswood is 
used exclusively and the daily output is 
five tons of dry pulp. To do this sixty 
hands are employed and twenty-five cords 
of firewood are burned daily in the furn¬ 
aces. An engine of sixty horse jxiwer and 
two boilers of seventy-five horse each 
furnish power. For boiling the pulp there 
are four boilers, each holding IJ cords. 
The bark is taken off by a machine and 
the wood is cut up into chips and elevated 
to boilers. The buildings in which the 
chemicals are made up in which the wood 
is cooked is 100 x 30 feet, containing 8 
tanks 8 feet deep and 10 in diameter. The 
pnlp is emptied out of boilers at the rate 
of 11-4 cords every three minntes, and the 
liquor or chemicals that the pulp has been 
cooked in is calcined or dried down, and 
used again with pnre lignor added. The 
buildings are brick and very extensive. 
Bupplies are obtained by rail and water 
and the company have a steamboat and 
four scows of their own engaged in provid¬ 
ing supplies. About 60 bushels of lime 
are used daily, and the company have a 
kiln and make their own lime. The works 
are run day and night. 
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o'clock- A full attendance is requested, 
the special object of business being the 
consideration of the necessary arrange, 
ments for the “Festival of Days,” to be 
held in the interests of the society.
